Non-English Information 
Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. §1. 56(c) most knowledge- 
able about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other 
information that is not in the English language. 

German Patent No. 4,309,457 Al discloses a multi-component cigarette filter which 
extends half the length of the cigarette, leaving half the length of the cigarette for tobacco. 
In the filter region, the cigarette sleeve is of a thicker material than the region surrounding 
the cigarette tobacco. The thickened sleeve material may extend to a width of 1 to 5 mm of 
the cigarette tobacco region. The purpose of the extended filter length is to reduce volume 
of tobacco in the cigarette. 

WO 02/03819 Al discloses a recess filter with a cavity associated with the mouth and 
provided with a cavity wall, in addition to one or more filter elements associated with the 
tobacco. The cavity wall surrounds either the cavity or the cavity and, at the most, one 
part of the filter elements (s), whereby ambient air can enter the filter element(s) from the 
side in order to provide sufficient ventilation. The invention also relates to a stack of 
several recess filters in addition to a smokeable article, especially a cigarette or a cigar illo 
comprising one such recess filter.
